MARCH 5, 1956 
Public Hearing on Belknap County Budgets 


The Hearing was called to order at 8 p.m., at the County 
Court House. Representatives present were: Messrs. Karagianis, 
Tilton, Dana, Hart, Morin, Varrell, Robertson, Smith, Rogers, 
Burbank, Simoneau and Metcalf. 


County Expenditures: 

Messrs. John Chandler and Robert V. Johnson asked that the 
law library appropriation be reinstated, as it was their under- 
standing that the sum of $365.00 was to be a continuing appro- 
priation for the purpose of building and maintaining an 
adequate law library. 


Messrs. Ellwood Bennett and James Hughes asked for the 
increase of the County Extension Service Budget as was pre- 
sented to the County Commissioners, from $10,051.46 to $10,- 
657.20. Messrs. Lawrence Brown and Stanley Hill seconded their 
remarks. 


Mr. Brown asked for an explanation of the blank spaces in 
the 1956 Budget Estimate. Explanation was given by the county 
accountant as a matter of bookkeeping. 


Rep. Dana made some remarks on the 1956 income. 


Co. Solicitor Cheney explained the item of $400.00 for map 
making. 

Rep. Dana asked about the item of $22,000.00 allotted to 
Superior Court. Com. Smith explained that the figure was ar- 
rived at by averaging the expenses of the last six years. 

Area Expenditures: 


Messrs. Brown and Veasey of Laconia asked for an increase 
in the Special Events item from $1,000.00 to $2,500.00. Mr. 
Harold Wescott of Laconia spoke on the replacement of facili- 
ties such as ski jumps, towers, etc. Rep. Rogers recommended 
that a survey of needs be made. 


Manager Baer of the Area spoke on the matter of arrange- 
ments with Ski Clubs for the operation and repair of the Jumps, 
Judges Stand etc. 
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The operator of Kings Grant in Gilford asked that more 
money be used for advertising the Area. However, he could give 
no estimate of an amount necessary. Mr. Baer said he had no 
idea of the correct amount as he had turned that over to an 
advertising agency. 


Meeting adjourned at 10:20 p.m.

Tilton, and duly seconded, that the figure of 
$10,000.00 for O.A.S.I. Expense be recommended to the delega- 
tion. It was so voted, after some discussion. 

Moved by Rep. Tilton, and duly seconded, that Delegation 
Expense item be set at $425.00. It was so voted. 

Moved by Rep. Tilton, and duly seconded, that the item 
asking an appropriation for the Law Library be referred to the 
whole delegation. 


Discussion of the Area Budget: 


After a general discussion of the Area Budget, it was decided 
that no action be taken pending a report from the Area Sub 
Committee.

COUNTY HOME — LACONIA 


The annual meeting of the Belknap County Delegation was 
held, following a dinner served by the superintendent and 
matron, Mr. and Mrs. John Picard. 

Members present were Representatives McAllister, Gardner, 
Robertson, Urie, Metcalf, Smith, Hart, Rogers, Morin, Simoneau, 
Tilton, Burbank, O’Shan, Karagianis, and Atwood. Guests pres- 
ent were Senator Keller, Co. Solicitor Thomas P. Cheney, Rev. 
Albert Bellfeuille and Rev. Thomas Cate. The three Commis- 
sioners and Mrs. Helen Hayner and Harold Aiken of the office 
attended, and the press was represented by Raymond Smith of 
the Laconia Evening Citizen and Earl Anderson of the Man- 
chester Union Leader. 

The business meeting was called to order at 1:30 by Chairman 
Karagianis. Rep. Robertson read the report of the Court House 
Committee which recommended $1,000.00 for repairs to the 
Court House. 

Rep. Robertson also read the report of the County Home 
Committee which recommended $2,500.00 for the County In- 
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firmary. This does not include $300.00 for Exit signs which are 
required. 

The report of the County Extension Agent was read. This 
calls for $600.00 more than included in this item on the Com- 
missioners’ budget. 

Rep. Rogers read the report of the Area Sub Committee which 
recommended an additional $2,000.00 for improvement to the 60 
meter hill and judges stand. This will be necessary if the ski 
jumping meets are held here in 1957. 

Rep. Robertson explained the budget of the Extension Ser- 
vice which showed that the $600.00 asked for would be used for 
increase in salaries, and indicated that there was a contingency 
fund of $800.00. 

It was moved by Rep. O’Shan, and seconded by Rep. Urie, 
that the County Extension item be increased by $300.00, with 
the recommendation that the other $300.00 be taken from the 
Extension Contingency Fund. It was so voted. Nine voting 
Yes, Three voting No. 

It was moved by Rep. O’Shan, and seconded by Rep. Urie, 
that the item of the appropriation for the Law Library be re- 
ferred to the next delegation. It was moved by Rep. Rogers, 
and seconded by Rep. Atwood, that this motion be amended to 
read that the unexpended balance of 1955 ($135.00), be ap- 
propriated for the use of the Law Library in 1956. 


The amendment carried, 11 Yes votes, no negative vote. The 
motion, as amended, was unanimously carried. 


The 1956 Belknap County Budget, as amended, was passed 
on motion of Rep. Rogers, seconded by Rep. Urie. This calls 
for an expenditure of $284,985.46 with the amount of $147,329.- 
51 to be raised by taxation. See Budget appended. 


The Area Budget was then discussed. It was moved by Rep. 
Urie, and seconded by Rep. Robertson, that the Area Budget be 
adopted with the changes recommended by the Sub Committee. 
This calls for a revenue of $134,450.67 and an expenditure of 
$126,956.25. It was so voted. 


It was moved by Rep. Hart and seconded by Rep. Urie, that 
the Executive Committee be empowered by the delegation to 
review the Area Budget, and if current income warrants it, to 
increase the 1956 appropriation for running expenses. It was so 
voted. 


It was moved by Rep. Rogers, and duly seconded, that the 
letter from the State Tax Commission in regard to keeping the 
accounts of the Area, be referred to the Area Sub Committee. 
It was so voted. 
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Mr. and Mrs. Picard were given a vote of thanks for their 
gracious hospitality. 
Voted to adjourn at 4:25.

‘The Commissioners stated that a 
new cable had been ordered from Bethlehem Steel Co., after 
bids from four different companies were received. Com. Stafford 
said that an engineer would be at the Area to advise on the 
following day. After some discussion, it was decided to call an- 
other meeting on Tuesday, August 14 to take any further action 
necessary.

LACONIA, N. H. — AUGUST 14, 1956 
Chairman Metcalf called to order, at 2:15, a meeting of the 
Executive Committee in the Commissioner’s office. Present were 
Representatives Metcalf, Tilton, Simoneau, Burbank and Gard- 
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ner, also the chairman and clerk of the delegation, Reps. Kara- 
gianis and Atwood. The three commissioners were in attendance, 
also Manager Baer and Co, Solicitor Thomas Cheney. 


The custom in the committee has been that the chairman and 
clerk of the delegation do not make motions or vote, but Chr. 
Metcalf stated that he had investigated and found that they 
have the same powers as other committee members. 


Discussion of the accident at the Area and the purchase of a 
new cable was continued. Com. Smith showed the members a 
letter from Co. Sol. Cheney (Copy Appended) in regard to their 
authority in ordering the cable. There was only commendation 
for the commissioners in their prompt ordering of the cable. 
There was some disagreement as to whether the committee or 
the entire delegation should authorize the payment for the same. 


Co. Sol. Cheney explained that the American Universal Ins. 
Co. which carries the insurance on the lift, will have charge of 
any claims arising from the accident, and they have asked that 
details or speculations etc. be held up until the claims are set- 
tled, in case a court case arises. 


The report of the engineer, who inspected the lift last week, 
has not been received. ‘The Commissioners stated that every 
safety precaution known would be taken in the new installation. 
The Hussey Engineering Co., which installed the lift in 1938, 
would send an engineer to go over their work. 


It was moved by Rep. Karagianis, and duly seconded, that the 
Committee recommend to the delegation that money for the 
new cable be taken from the Area Revolving Fund. Discussion 
ensued. 


The Commissioners felt that there was sufficient surplus in 
the area account to pay for this installation, and to cover the 
operating expense for the rest of the year. 


Three members voting “Yes,” Three members voting “No” 
Chr. Metcalf broke the tie by voting “No” and the motion was 
lost. 


It was moved by Rep. Burbank, and duly seconded, that the 
Executive Committee authorize the County Commissioners to 
use the available surplus in the Area account for the reconstruc- 
tion of the chair lift. Discussion ensued. 


Rep. Karagianis called on Atty. Nighswander whom he had 
asked to appear. Mr. Nighswander said his position as attorney 
for the insurance company did not permit him to discuss the 
accident itself. He did say that the accident pointed up the 
necessity of extra care in future installation and operation. He 
said that Mr. Phil Robertson of N. Conway, who is President 
of the Ski Lift Operators Assn. in this area, has been very active 
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in investigation of all angles, since every operator of a ski lift 
is affected by an accident of this kind. He thought that Mr. 
Robertson would be willing to meet with the delegation and 
Commissioners, if they wished to have him. Chr. Metcalf thanked 
Mr. Nighswander for his appearance and remarks. 


The motion was called for. Four members voting “Yes” and 
two voting “No” the motion was carried. 


Reps. Atwood and Karagianis asked to be recorded in the 
minutes as voting “No” because of their conviction that the en- 
tire delegation should vote on this matter. 


Meeting adjourned at 3:30 p.m.

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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


In accordance with the Public statutes of New Hampshire the 
Commissioners of Belknap County present the annual report of 
the County Commissioners, Treasurer, Superintendent County 
Home and House of Correction, Manager of the Recreation 
Area, Clerk of Superior Court, Sheriff, Solicitor and Auditors 
for the year ending December 31, 1956. 


During the year 1956 Belknap County has operated within its 
budget and had a cash Surplus of $8,045.40. 


COURT HOUSE 


At the request of Superior Court Justices a Court Stenog- 
rapher’s room was provided by partitioning the already installed 
Law Library, division of the vault in the Commissioners’ office 
was completed to provide much needed space in the over- 
crowded Clerk of Court’s vault, new outer doors were installed 
also an overhauled job done on the boiler. 


COUNTY HOME 


Included in the new equipment purchased for the Farm was 
an ensilage cutter, silo repair for which an appropriation was 
made was not completed, all buildings of the Farm and In- 
stitution were painted outside with only the cost of material 
involved. A new electric stove and refrigerator, also a vegetable 
peeler were installed in the Institution. 


Much equipment purchased for the Infirmary, beds, cabinets 
and the sterilizers recommended by Mr. Billings has raised the 
standard of health and efficiency which justifies the added ex- 
penditure by special appropriation. This has been a capacity 
year for the Infirmary as more and more chronic patients are 
in need of the type of care rendered at the Infirmary. We would 
modestly state that the County Infirmary is rendering an in- 
valuable service to the aged and ill persons of the County as its 
extensive use by all type of geriatric cases. Estimated revenue 
for budgetary purposes was set at $63,000.00. Receipts in the 
amount of $75,670.52 with approximately $14,000.00 in revenue 
due the Infirmary as of December 31, 1956. z. 


The Belknap County Home under the Supervision of Mr. and 
Mrs. Pickard is in excellent condition and much credit should 
be given them for the efficient care and attention given each 
and every patient. They cordially invite visitors at any time 
who may wish to see for themselves the service rendered to the 
county by our Institution. 
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WELFARE & DIRECT RELIEF 


Due to the increase in business in all lines of industry the case 
load has been unusually low during 1956, the regular problems 
and emergencies arising from time to time have been met with 
a minimum of expenditure. 


Dependent children and foster homes placement continues 
to be a major problem. Increased rates are being sought by all 
agencies connected with child Care & Guidance. Reimburse- 
ment of nearly $4,000.00 was collected, this is somewhat of an 
increase over 1955 due to more and better employment, how- 
ever, it is most difficult to have persons responsible assume any 
financial aid for their children. 


The necessary care and guidance to such children and fam- 
ilies involves much time and effort, many homes would be in- 
tact if some guidance could be given both parents and children 
in making a definite effort to face and solve their many problems 
both financial and learning how to live and respect and get 
along with each other. 


REGISTER OF DEEDS 


The ten year index is well on its way to completion. New 
files and cabinets have been acquired for this office. 


RECREATION AREA 


Under the continued efficient management of Fritzie Baer the 
Recreation Area had a banner year financially. 


The much needed re-surfacing of the roads has been com- 
pleted, overhauling of the Tramway, Slopes and trails repaired, 
also the ‘Tower rebuilt. 


The student ticket program has been used extensively again 
this year. 


To all agencies and individuals who have assisted us by their 
faithfulness in carrying out their work we are sincerely grateful 
for making the year 1956 the success it has been.

Separate 
reports are being submitted for the Recreational Area and 
County Extension Service.

All orders issued by the Commissioners and Clerk of the Su- 
perior Court during the periods under review were examined 
and compared with corresponding entries in the Treasurer’s 
records. Supporting invoices and payrolls were also examined 
and the classification of expenditures noted. Proof of the Treas- 
urer’s balance as of December 31, 1955, is shown in Exhibit F-2. 


CLERK OF THE SUPERIOR COURT 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of Court of 
Belknap County were examined. Court receipts were checked by 
source, insofar as possible, and found to be properly recorded. 
Court orders issued by the Clerk were supported by invoices, 
vouchers and payrolls bearing the approval of a Superior Court 
Justice. 


COUNTY FARM 


The accounts and records of the Superintendent of the County 
Farm were examined. Receipts of the County Farm were checked 
by source through the triplicate receipt forms. All receipts, as 
recorded in the cash book, were properly accounted for by the 
Superintendent through remittances to the County ‘Treasurer. 

Classified summaries of receipts and expenditures of the 
County Institution for the years 1954 and 1955 are presented in 
Exhibits I-1 and 1-2, respectively. 
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GENERAL COMMENTS 


Overdrafts of Appropriations: 


It is noted that in each of the years 1954 and 1955, there were 
net overdrafts of appropriations amounting to $15,588.57 and 
$6,484.43, respectively (Exhibits D-1 & D-2). Included therein 
were overdrafts on account of Superior Court expenditures 
amounting to $5,590.14 in 1954 and $3,564.23 in 1955, leaving 
net overdrafts of appropriations over which the Commissioners 
have control of $9,998.43 and $2,920.20, respectively. 


In this connection, attention is called to Chapter 24, Section 
15, of the Revised Statutes Annotated, which provides as follows: 


“Exceeding Appropriations. No county commissioner shall 
pay, or agree to pay, or incur any liability for the payment 
of, any sum of money for which the county convention has 
made no appropriation, or in excess of any appropriation 
so made except for the payment of judgments rendered 
against the county. In the case of an emergency, however, 
county commissioners may apply to the executive commit- 
tee, which, after a public hearing, may grant to the county 
commissioners authority in writing to make such emergency 
payment. Whenever it appears that the amount appropri- 
ated for a specific purpose will not be used in whole or in 
part for such purpose, the county commissioners may use 
such sum to augment other appropriations, if necessary, pro- 
vided the total payments for all purposes do not exceed the 
total sum of appropriations in any year made by the county 
convention.” 


Whenever it appears that circumstances may make it necessary 
to exceed the total amount of budgetary appropriations, appli- 
cation should be made by the County Commissioners to the 
Executive Committee of the County convention for authority to 
make such emergency expenditures, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the law as quoted herein. 


Conclusion: 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 184 of the Laws 
of 1955, a copy of this report or a summary of its findings and 
recommendations (letter of transmittal) should be published in 
the next annual report of the County. This letter of transmittal 
should be included in its entirety but the publication of Exhibits 
is optional. 
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The appreciation and thanks of this Division is hereby ex- 
pressed to the officials of Belknap County and their office staffs 
for the assistance rendered during the course of the audit.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of Belknap County: 


Another busy year has passed in the operation of the County 
Home and Infirmary. The number of patients admitted has kept 
the Infirmary at full capacity throughout the year and average 
47.8 patients per day. All categories of Welfare cases make up 
96.7 the balance, self sustained persons. This year shows a con- 
tinuing increase in the number of chronic disorientated cases. 
This substantiates the great need expressed by physicians the 
county over for more chronic hospital facilities to care for the 
needs of such patients. 

Again this year the financial report at the Infirmary is very 
gratifying the receipts have exceeded the estimated revenue, the 
major portion received from categories serviced by the Dept. 
of Public Welfare. 


Our farming operations have run along on about a normal 
basis. Our potato crop again producing 488 bushel per acre, other 
vegetables and fruit accordingly. All have been processed for 
future use, the Walk-in-Freezer installed last year has been 
stocked to capacity to meet the needs of the ever increasing 
population of the Infirmary. 


Many improvements have been made throughout Home and 
Infirmary all by special appropriation. All of the buildings have 
been painted outside. Windows, flashings and roofs repaired with 
only the cost of material involved. 


The ever increasing interest indicated by the many kindnesses 
extended to the County Home and Infirmary by organizations, 
churches, individuals, visiting groups, flowers, tray favors, various 
entertainments throughout the year. Our sincere thanks to each 
and everyone who remembered our aged and ill patients. 


In our opinion an organization such as is set up in Belknap 
County is very dependent upon its faithful employees who 
perform their respective duties efficiently and conscientiously 
throughout the year and without whose cooperation this report 
would not be possible. To all we are extremely grateful. 
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We wish to express our gratitude to our County Commissioners 
for their continued confidence and guidance in the conduct of 
the affairs of the County Home. The splendid cooperation ex- 
tended to us at all times by our City and Town officials, our 
chaplains Rev. Thomas Cate and Rev. George Chicoine whose 
spiritual help and guidance has been of solace to our patients 
and all others under our care. The excellent service rendered 
by all Doctors for which we are deeply grateful.

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BELKNAP RECREATION AREA REPORT 
FOR 1956 


It is a great pleasure to present to the Belknap County Com- 
missioners and to the people of Belknap County my report of 
the Area for the year 1956. 


Financially, it was the biggest year in the Area’s history, in 
spite of poor skiing conditions in January and the breaking of 
the cable on the chair lift in July, which stopped out summer 
revenue. A longer skiing season lasting until the middle of April 
and good snow conditions made the skiing fraternity happy. 
At the end of the 12 month period the gross revenue was $148,- 
214.80. From earned income new improvements and equip- 
ment of over $36,000.00 were made and purchased, such as re- 
pairs to the ski jumps, $2,000.00, one mile of new road $15,000.00 
New Trail and widening of Stone Bar $2,650.00, T-Bar Note 
$5,000.00 plus interest and repairs to the Chair Lift of $6,660.09. 
Total expenses were $146,110.28 leaving a cash profit for 1956 
of $2,104.52. 


This report was given to our new Belknap Delegation com- 
mittee in January and also to our Ski Advisory Board of which 
James Rogers and Arthur (ROXY) Rothafel are co-chairmen. 
The recommendations of the ski advisory board to the Area man- 
ager are being carried out 100% and a long range program has 
been set up. 


Many people who use the Area for picnics were pleasantly 
surprised to find 18 new stone fireplaces and additional picnic 
tables made by our staff. ‘The National Motorcycle organization 
(A.M.A.) and Mr. Schietinger of the New England Dealers Ass’n 
made suggestions on the new cycle road that were added to the 
original road plans in the interest of Safety. This June event 
annually brings to the Lakes Region over $500,000.00 (half 
million dollars) according to the banks and Chamber of Com- 
merce. The ¥New England Dealers purchased and gave to the 
Area additional 5 foot wire fence that will be put up before 
the 1957 race. 


The Area now has a fairly substantial cash balance, which 
can be used for many improvements that are on the long range 
program, such as pushing the T-Bar to the top of the mountain, 
and lengthening Red Hat and Stone Bar Trails. Another wide 
Novice trail next to Red Hat that will utilize the Snow Bowl 
should be started this year on a 2-year program. For the summer 
we will have additional picnic tables, and also more fireplaces. 


Two paid ski patrol men have been put on this Winter in 
order to give additional safety measures along with the women 
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first aiders as suggested by the Ski Advisory Board. Another 
man was put on the Chair lift to assist the skiers in getting on 
the lift. A matron in the rest rooms has solved the problem that 
we had last year. During 1957 we expect to change the rest 
rooms around adding much needed facilities for the women. 

Our thanks to the Ski Patrol, the committees, the Chambers 
of Commerce the Red Hat Brigade and all others who have 
helped make the Belknap Area one of the finest parks in New 
Hampshire.

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COUNTY SOLICITOR’S REPORT 


Belknap County Commissioners 
Belknap County Court House 
Laconia, New Hampshire 


Gentlemen: 


This is my fourth and final report as your County Solicitor. 
At the conclusion of my duties, three cases were being processed 
for appeal to the Supreme Court as follows: 


(1) State v. Lorenzo Beaudoin: 
Case involves whether or not store owner who sells beer 
to a minor who has misrepresented his age can be held 
guilty of offense of selling beer to a minor. 


(2) State v. Frank Gallagher: 
Case involves whether the hit and run statute applies 
to automobile accident on private property (in this 
instance at Laconia Elks Home). 


(3) State v. Thompson: 
Case involves truck carrying fuel oil such as used in 
house furnaces not stopping at railroad crossing and 
whether or not such fuel oil is an inflammable liquid. 


There were also three Superior Court cases pending, which 
cases cannot be listed because of secret indictments and which 
cases were not tried during fall term because of fact that defend- 
ants were not available. 


The only other incomplete matter, other than the usual rou- 
tine items, was an investigation into a matter in the Town of 
Tilton, which investigation is virtually complete and the papers 

relating thereto have been made available to the new Solicitor 
' with the recommendation that the matter be presented to the 
Grand Jury this spring. 

I would like, at this time, to give a complete report of the 
accident at the Belknap County Area last summer but feel this 
would be unwise in view of the fact that civil actions could still 
be brought. I think it no secret, however, that after a complete 
investigation I was able to report to the Commissioners that 
there appeared to be no civil liability on the part of the County. 

Spring term of Superior Court was opened by Sheriff Homer 
Crockett. His illness that day, followed by his death, deprived 
Belknap County of the services of a great law enforcement officer. 
I am humbly grateful that I was given over three years of close 
association with such a fine individual. 
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In concluding my services as Solicitor I recommend that the 
Commissioners and Delegation give serious thought to the 
following problems: 

(1) Giving the Solicitor and Sheriff certain basic equipment 
necessary for better law enforcement such as a tape re- 
corder, a new typewriter for the Sheriff's office, a desk and 
filing cabinet for the Solicitor at some place in the Court 
House, such as the Sheriff's office, and another radio for 
the Sheriffs Department. 

(2) The hiring of a person qualified in typing and answering 
the telephone in the afternoon to be present in the Sher- 
iff’s office with the understanding that the Sheriff would 
keep himself, or a Deputy, in the office during morning 
hours. Such person to act as stenographer for the Solicitor 
and Sheriff and to be able to relay messages to each and 
to be paid from Solicitor’s expense budget and other 
funds. 

In conclusion I wish to thank all of the law enforcement off- 

cers and County Officers and employees with whom it has been

AGRICULTURE 


The Agricultural Agent works with the problems of the pro- 
duction and marketing of Agricultural commodities. Information 
on proven practices are made available to commercial and part- 
time farm people, and to urban people as well around their 
homes and gardens. Work is also accomplished with food re- 
tailers, assisting them to more efficient merchandizing of food- 
stuffs which helps consumers as well. 


HOME ECONOMICS 


The Home Demonstration Agent works with farm, rural non- 
farm and urban women in the areas of food selection, prepara- 
tion methods, nutrition, health, clothing and textiles, home man- 
agement, home furnishings, consumer education, child care, 
and in the field of human relations. Over 1200 women are 
reached each month by home demonstration work. 


YOUTH 


The 4-H Club program, with its many projects in agriculture 
and home economics, and activities in citizenship training, leader- 
ship, health, camping, etc., is organized and directed by the 
County Club Agent and supported by over 50 men and women 
adult volunteer leaders. To quote a parent, “The 4-H Club 
Program has helped (my son) considerably. He has enjoyed 
meeting the many fine young people at meetings and group 
gatherings. Through this contact, he has become more confident 
and poised. In planning programs for our 4-H meetings, he 
has had to try new ideas and get the cooperation of other mem- 
bers in carrying them out. At 4-H Camp this summer he has 
learned that it’s quite a responsibility, but also a pleasure, to 
help guide young campers. He is a much better member of 
our family circle and in the community because of 4-H work.”

In Belknap County a total of 2425 families were assisted by 
the above three Extension programs during the year. Of this 
number, 550 were farm families, 925 were rural non-farm 
families, and 950 were urban families. Imparting information 
is valuable, but getting people to apply knowledge to their 
own problems is even more significant, and it is in this that the 
Extension Service workers are most concerned. 


FORESTRY 


New Hampshire’s Extension work in forestry, highly acclaimed 
in many sections of the country, is carried to woodland owners 
by the County Extension Forester. 


The principal goals of the County Forestry Program are to 
assist the private woodland owners in the area in carrying out 
good forestry practices so that in the future each acre of wood- 
land may yield a continuous crop of high-quality timber which 
is best suited to the land and to the local markets; and to corre- 
late the annual timber drain by the local wood-using industries 
with the annual growth of timber on our forest lands. In Belknap 
County we have been trying to reach the above goals through 
a forest education program. This program includes personal con- 
tacts with woodland owners, timber operators, and consulting 
foresters. In the case of woodland owners, they are shown where 
and how they could carry on selective cutting, weeding, thinning, 
and tree planting operations. So far, this assistance has been 
strictly on a request-by-the-landowner basis. Group meetings 
are held at which all the agencies, both public and private 
working in the field of forestry, put on demonstrations of good 
forestry practices. An example of this was the first Statewide 
Forestry Field Day at Gilford last spring; radio programs on 
forestry; talks on forestry to interested groups; newspaper and 
magazine articles on the subject help to acquaint others of the 
availability of this educational service.
